to  pay  the  difference  in  tuition 
that  they  would  have  had  to  pay 
per  semester.  There  are  many 
benefits  to  a  working  campus  that 
have  a  positive  effect  on  current 
and  potential  students  and  their 
futures  compared  to  schools  that 
are  not  a  working  campus.  The 
Federal  Work  Study  Program 
funds  roughly  3,400  colleges. 

Since  America  is  currently 
suffering  from  a  recession, 
affordable  tuition  for  students  is 
playing  a  key  role  in  choosing 
colleges.  Scholarships,  grants,  and 
work  study  programs  seem  to  be 
only  helping  but  barely. 

Students  and  parents  still 
find  themselves  taking  out  what 
seems  to  be  massive  amounts  of 
money  in  loans  causing  a  great 
deal  of  debt.  Instead  of  looking 
at  what  college  is  a  perfect  match 
for  the  student,  they  are  choosing 
colleges  based  on  tuition. 
Presently,  more  than  ninety 
percent  of  all  full-time  students 
at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  are 
receiving  some  type  of  financial 
aid,  which  includes  the  work- 
study  program. 

Though  it  is  a  great  concept, 
it  has  many  flaws  for  athletes  and 
other  students.  One  flaw  includes 
a  lack  of  available  hours  and 
the  large  number  of  students  in 
need  of  hours.  Another  flaw  is 
scheduling  work  around  sports, 
classes,  and  extracurricular 
activities.  By  switching  to  a 
working  campus,  SJC  would  be 
benefiting  the  entire  student  body, 
athletes,  and  parents.  This  would 
benefit  them  because  students 


would  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
work  many  more  hours  allowing 
students  and  parents  to  pay  a 
much  lower  tuition.  Paying  a 
lower  tuition  would  be  especially 
helpful  now  due  to  the  economy. 

It  would  also  be  much  easier  for 
athletes  to  have  and  keep  a  job 
with  their  demanding  schedules. 

By  sharing,  belonging,  and 
contributing  through  their  work, 
students  gain  an  added  sense 
of  community  and  individual 
responsibility.  A  student  in  the 
work-study  program  will  take 
money  and  school  more  seriously 
because  they  are  working  to 
be  there.  This  combination 
of  academic  preparation  and 
practical  work  experience 
prepares  students  for  meeting  the 
challenges  of  life,  career,  and  any 
post-graduate  experience. 

By  switching  to  a  working 
campus  Saint  Joe’s  would  re-open 
a  window  of  opportunity  to  those 
who  are  academically  eligible  to 
attend  here,  but  have  chosen  other 
schools  due  to  the  high  tuition 
rate  of  a  private  college.  With 
the  help  of  the  working  campus, 
staff  and  faculty  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  would  have  less  work 
with  the  same  amount  of  pay. 

Students  and  their  families 
would  not  be  put  into  such  a  great 
amount  of  debt.  Students  would 
learn  not  only  in  the  classroom, 
but  outside  as  well  about  what 
life  is  going  to  be  like  once  they 
graduate  from  SJC  and  step  into 
the  real  world.

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In  Case  You  Missed  It:  David  Bowie’s  Diamond  Dogs  in  the  Rough

David  Bowie  has  been 
known  as  the  “Rock  and  Roll 
Chameleon,”  famous  for  his  oft- 
changing  styles  that  have  kept  his 
music  and  image  fresh  for  fans 
new  and  old  alike.  However,  what 
most  people  tend  to  remember 
Bowie  for  the  most  is  his  glam- 
rock  era,  which  encompassed 
four  albums  spanning  the  years 
1972-1974. 

While  his 
first  “glam" 
album  is  widely 
considered  to  be 
the  best  work 
of  his  career 
(1972’s  The 
Rise  and  Fall  of 
Ziggy  Stardust 
and  the  Spiders 
from  Mars),  it 
is  the  final  swan 
song  of  Bowie’s 
makeup  and 
hairspray, 

1974’s  Diamond 

Dogs,  that  may  truly  be  the  most 

complete  work  in  his  catalog. 

For  his  final  glam  opus, 
Bowie  ditched  the  backing  band 
he  had  been  playing  with  since 
Ziggy  Stardust,  which  notably 
included  one  of  his  most  famous 
collaborators,  Mick  Ronson,  and 
picked  up  a  whole  new  group  of 
musicians  for  this  record.  Much 
like  the  glam  albums  Ziggy 
Stardust  and  Aladdin  Sane  before 
this  one,  Bowie  takes  on  the  role 
of  a  character,  whose  story  is  to 
be  told  through  the  course  of  the 
album. 

While  the  other  two  albums’ 
characters  were  titled  after 
the  albums.  Diamond  Dogs 


introduces  his  fans  to  Halloween 
Jack,  who  Bowie  portrayed  on 
stage  as  essentially  being  Ziggy 
Stardust  with  an  eye  patch. 

Originally  conceived  as  a  sort 
of  tribute  to  the  George  Orwell 
novel  1984  (after  which  a  song 
on  the  album  is  named),  the  idea 
was  later  merged  with  his  own 
post-apocalyptic  opera  featuring 
Halloween  Jack.  As  a  result, 
the  later  songs  on  the  album  are 
still  reminiscent  of  the  Orwell 
earlier  tracks 
focus  more  on 
Bowie’s  own 
storyline. 

The  album 
starts  with 
the  haunting 
introductory 
track  “Future 
Legend,” 
which  kicks 
off  the  whole 
experience  with 
the  line,  “this 
ain’t  rock  n  roll, 
this  is  genocide.” 
It  segues  into  the  cowbell-happy, 
Stones-inspired  track  “Diamond 
Dogs,”  which  sets  up  the  story  of 
Halloween  Jack.  This  song  was 
briefly  featured  in  the  film  Moulin 
Rouge,  while  the  diamond  dogs 
are  singing  their  introductory 
medley.  Coincidence?  I  think  not! 

The  next  three  tracks,  “Sweet 
Thing,”  “Candidate,”  and  “Sweet 
Thing  (Reprise)”  are  all  part 
of  one  continuous  song,  full  of 
sweeping  pianos,  strings,  and 
horns.  The  song  that  follows  is  the 
album’s  most  famous  track,  and 
one  of  the  best  singles  Bowie  has 
ever  released.  The  catchy,  punky, 
and  very  glam  “Rebel  Rebel” 
starts  off  with  a  killer  guitar  riff 


theme,  while  the

that  has  helped  solidify  it  as  a 
classic  track  recognizable  even 
today. 

The  next  song  is  a  piano- 
pop  track  complete  with  crunchy 
guitars  and  organs  titled  “Rock  ‘n’ 
Roll  With  Me,”  and  boasts  an  epic 
chorus  that  will  be  stuck  in  your 
head  for  days  after  listening  to  it. 

If  any  song  could  be  more 
different  from  “Rock  ‘n’  Roll 
with  Me,”  it  is  the  next  track, 

“We  Are  the  Dead.”  Led  largely 
by  keyboards,  this  song  starts 
the  1984  references  that  will 
finish  out  the  album.  The  song 
has  a  distinct,  eerie  sound  that  is 
unmatched  by  any  other  track  in 
Bowie’s  discography  and,  like 
“Future  Legend,”  which  starts 
the  Halloween  Jack  story,  is 
undeniably  haunting. 


Following  that  is  the  song 
“1984,”  a  funky,  soulful  tune  that 
sounds  more  like  the  Shaft  theme 
song  than  anything  off  of  Ziggy 
Stardust,  and  shows  the  first  signs 
of  Bowie’s  soul  era  that  begins 
with  his  next  album.  Young 
Americans. 

Following  that  is  “Big 
Brother,”  my  personal  favorite 
Bowie  song.  A  song  led  largely 
by  homs,  with  an  intensely  catchy 
chorus  that  breaks  in  the  middle 
with  just  a  single  acoustic  guitar 
before  coming  back  together  at 
the  end  and  running  into  the  next 
track  “Chant  of  the  Ever  Circling 
Skeletal  Family.”  “Chant”  is  the 
perfect  ending  to  an  album  that 
takes  so  many  twists  and  turns,  as 
it  is,  as  the  title  suggests,  simply  a 
continuous  chant. 


Though  Diamond  Dogs  is 
rarely  considered  among  the 
upper  tier  of  Bowie  albums 
like  Hunky  Dory,  Low,  and  the 
aforementioned  The  Rise  and 
Fall  of  Ziggy  Stardust  and  the 
Spiders  from  Mars,  it  is  one  of 
his  best  albums,  but  possibly  the 
best  representation  of  his  status  as 
the  “Rock  and  Roll  Chameleon.” 
The  mix  of  divergent  styles  makes 
the  album  a  treat  to  listen  to  from 
beginning  to  end  because  not  only 
is  there  something  for  everyone, 
but  all  of  it  is  excellent  to  boot! 

If  anyone  has  a  desire  to  begin 
listening  to  Bowie’s  music,  this 
would  be  one  of  the  first  albums 
you  want  to  pick  up  to  get  a 
feel  for  how  wide  his  range  of 
songwriting  abilities  stretches.
